Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner agreed that claims 45 and 46 were not indefinite for 
reciting the term "best" as parent claim 41 does define the term. TH eexmainer nad Mr. Bishop did not come to an 
agreement about the meaning of the terms "best" and "highest". The exmainer pointed claims which defined the term 
"best" for examples of how to overcome the indefiniteness rejections. Despite an initial misunderstanding, the 
examiner and Mr. Best agreed that the term "incrementing" is intended to be broad and encompass the several 
meanings found in dictionaries and set forth in the office actions; the examiner requested that this be reiterated in 
writing by applicant to make the record clear. Possible limitations and/or steps were discussed which may overcome 
the statutory and written description rejections, with the examiner pointing to claims which recite statutory subject 
matter. 
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
